For mnny yoars Juan Fernandea, a ' 
Chilean Island off the eastern coast of ! 
South America, was known as Cru- j 
Boe’s Island, because another adven* | 
turer had spent five years there In | 
eolltude, and It was thought for some 
time that I>efoe had recorded this 
hermit's experience. Hut following 
Crusoe's directions that he landed on 
an Island In a latitude of H degrees 
nearer the mouth of the Orinoco river, 
and In sight of the Island of Trinidad, 
one comes upon the Island of Tobago, 
the only one uuswering the descrip¬ 
tion. 

An Interesting discovery which 
gave prominence to Tobago as the 
real Crusoe's Islond occurred some 
years Qgo, wlien the skeleton of a 
goat was unearthed in a cave on the 
Island. This coincided remarkably 
with Cru.soe's statement that he 
found a dying goat in a hillside cave 
and later burled it there. “(’ruso«!'s 
goat” became for e time an oliject of 
great popular Interest and llguied ns 
a prominent exhibit at the Chicago 
World’s fair. 

Tobago’s failure to obtain greatt'r 
recognition of Its Importance as the 
“only authentic Robinson Crusoe 
Island” Is doubtless due to the fact 
that It Is a retiring little Island, con¬ 
cerned chiefly with Its plantations and 
trade. Leaving Crusoe out altogether, 
Tobago has had nn eventful history, 
from the time It was discovered by Co 
lumbus, on his thlnl voyage, until Eng¬ 
land took It from I’riince In 180,'I, and 
started to turn It Into a prolUahle col¬ 
ony.

When Thomas Carlyle Proved Invul¬ 
nerable to the "Slings and Arrow* 
of Outrageous Fortune.” 

In 18,15 there occurred an Incident 
which would have deranged nn onll- 
tinry man. Thomas Carlyle was living 
at 5 Cheyue row, Chelsea, near Lon¬ 
don. He had not earned a penny, .says 
he to himself, "by the craft of litera¬ 
ture for 23 months.’’ Rut with the 
tmsh of a tiger he was plowing hl.s 
way through hla “History of the 
French Revolution.” The first volume 
wa.s Hnishetl. It had taken him five 
montlKs to write It. He loaned the .Mss. 
to John .Stuart Mill. On a certain 
morning Mill called upon Carlyle, hla 
face us white ns ashes. After two 
hour.s of awkward fumbling Mill man¬ 
aged to tell It—he had left the price¬ 
less Mss. on a desk ond the housemaid 
had taken It to light the morning fire 
In the grate! Carlyle was like a 
•tricken man. But one day, as he sat 
dumbly at his window, he .saw cheery 
bricklayers building a house, brick by 
brick. He burst Into tears and. sob¬ 
bing like a child, he cried: ”1. too, can 
bring back thought by thought!” He 
did. He recalled all nf the Mss. and 
rewrote It. What torture! 


Snow Houses In the Arctic.

liquid. I’oiir tills over the potatoe.s, 
add two tahlespoonfuls of shortening, 
one tiihlespiKinfiil of sugar ami one of 
salt. I’ut the mixture over the heat, 
and when It tiolls stir In two cupfuls 
of rolled onts. Let It cook .wo min¬ 
utes, then remove and cool. When 
Itikt'wnrni, ndd one anil oiie-linlf yeast 
cakes dissolved in a quarter of a cup¬ 
ful of liikowarni water, a quarter of a 
tenspooriful of soda and two quarts of 
Hour. .Mix until the dough Is smooth. 
I.et It rise over night, and in the morn¬ 
ing make Into three lonve.s, and let 
rise until light. Bake one and one- 
quarter laiiirs In a moderate oven. 

Oatmeal Cookies.—Bent one egg In 
a mixing howl, ndd one .iiid c.ne-hnif 
cupfuls ..f brown sugar, six tal)l<*- 
spoonfiil.s of swi-et milk, n quarter of 
a tea.ipooaful of salt, three-quarters of 
a etipfiil of stiortening, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of soda dissolved In one-third of a 
cupful of cold water, one tenspoonful 
of vanilla. Stir In two enpfuls of flour 
anil two cupfuls of rolled outs. Let 
siimd two or three hours to (dilll be¬ 
fore flaking. Wlien ready to hake, 
drop from n spoon onto a greased 
slieel, leaving pinci' for the cookies to 
spreatl. A few raisins and nuts may 
he lidded If desired. 

Bran Gems.—To one cupful of flour 
add one and oiie-tialf teaspoonfiils of 
soda, and sift. Stir In two cupfuls of 
hrnn. three tnhlespoonfuls of molasses, 
one and ono-half cupfuls of sour milk, 
one-fourth of a cupful of shortening 
and a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Stir until smooth, drop In greased pans 
and hake throe-ipiiirtors of an hour. 

Spoon Corn Bread.—Take one cup¬ 
ful eai'h of cornmenl, boiled rice, holl- 
liig water. Seald the meal with lioll-

MONO the numerous historical 
structures which the British 
cherish becau.se in them, they 
feel. Is visibly Incorporated 
the prestige of Knginnd, not the least 
picturesque and interesting is Walmer 
ca.stle, on the const of Kent, the offl- 
clnl home of the lord warden of the 
Cinque ports. 

The lonl wanlemship Is an older and 
more picturesque monument than Wal¬ 
mer castle. The office of lord war¬ 
den I.s far more ancient than his 
dwelling. .About that office are gath¬ 
ered the earliest activities out of 
which the Ilritish navy grew, writes 
■Martin Conway In Country Life. The 
[ire.scnt functions of the lord warden 
may not he of any executive value ns 
contributing to national defense, hut, 
n.s long as ttiere is a lord warden liv¬ 
ing at Walmer, the small beginnings of 
the navy in a remote past remain vis¬ 
ibly memorialized. Such a memorial 
Is more efficient than any pile of stone 
that the Ingenuity of man could raise. 
Nothing more vividly brings the past 
Into the present or enforces on living 
men the amount of their Indebtedness 
to those from whom they descend than 
a living ceremonial recurrently per¬ 
formed In accordance with nu ancient 
and unbroken tradition. 

No one knows when the lord wnr- 
denshlp was founded or by whnt 
earliest stages It came into being. Ne¬ 
cessity enforced the rlefense of the 
southeastern coa.st of Kngland. and to 
that end the small maritime forces of 
the little ports along it had to be co¬ 
ordinated. The original five ports 
were Hastings. Uoniney. Hyfhe. Dover 
and Sandwich ; to fiiese otliers were 
added, n.s well as inland lncnllti<>s 
widch had to contribute financial aid. 
ntlmately the Jurisdiction extended 
round the coast from .Nenford In Sus¬ 
sex to near Margate In Kent. 

Importance of the Cinque Ports. 
Throughout tlie .Middle Ages down 
to the time of Henry VII the Cinque 
ports thus enlarged and organized had 
to furnish the crown with nearly all 
file ships and men needed for naval 
purposc.s. The oldest existing charter 
dates from Kdward I, but It refers to 
older documents as far luick as the 
time of Kdward the Confessor. Duties 
and corr(,‘S[ioni!lng privileges went on 
accumulating. Such an orgiinlzntion 
could not exist wlttiout a tiend, tuit his 
office was of correspondingly gradual 
growth. At one time it was an office 
of great (lower and im(>ortiince. It 
was generiilly coupled with the gover¬ 
norship of Dover ca.stle. Tlie lonl 
warden was admiral of the ports. He 
bad Ills court of chancery at Dover. 

He still retains the rluty of niipointing 
the Judge of the admiralty court of the 
Cinque (lorts as %vell as the Jmstlces 
of the peace In the same areas; tint 
tihs most inir>ortant functions have he- 
■ •onie decorative, monumental and pic¬ 
turesque, not, however, as aforesaid, 
nnlniportant. 

The maritime activity which led to 
the discovery of America and the be¬ 
ginnings of a world commorce neco-s- 
sarlly made n great cliiinge in British 
naval nlTnlrs. I-ocal levies of ships 
and sailors were bound to be retilaced 
•ooner or later Uy .something In tlie 
nature of a national navy. The change 
I.s already apparent in the days of 
Henry VIII, and from ttiat time the 
importance of the Cinque imrt.s ns tlie 
nation’s naval base declined and with 
It the power of the lonl warden. It Is 
noteworthy that the erection of Wal¬ 
mer castle dates from this perbwl. (t 
wa.s built In the reign of Henry VIII 
I along with other castles round the 
I coast, such as the neighboring Deal 
1 and Snndown and tlie remote IJndis- 
farne on Holy Island in .Northiunher- 
Innd. Previously tlie coast had been 
protected by a succession of earth¬ 
works, the Groat and Little Bulwarke, 
for Instance, wltlUri tiie [larisli of Wal¬ 
mer. They had embrasures for guns, 
and were connected by commiirilcntlon 
trenches. 

Built by Henry VMI. 

The Kentish cn.stles luiilt by Henry 
V'lH were compicicfl ntiout lolo and I 
[ilaeeii under ttic control of tlie lord 
wnrden. Tlie following desi*rl[)tloii of 
thorn Is comiiresscd from CIgin: In 
the center Is tlie ket'ji—a cin tilar tow¬ 
er containing a bointi-proof nuigazlne 
for nniniunitinn. It is surrounded by 
linslion.s witli llfty-two (lort-liole-i |,e- 
low, commanding tl e imeimiiiass ng 
mont. Tunnels or cliiuim-vs were eon 
triveil to carrv- off ttie unio' o of -In- 
guns. Thrfe wore Incg", o- •' • 'o...... 


for cannon near the npr>er part of the 
hnstlon.s. The entrance from the hind- 
wnrfl side was by n drawbridge and 
strong niaclilcolated gateway. Within 
each castle was a welt. The bastlou 
walls were 20 feet thick below and tl 
feet above. Their architect was (iroti- 
ably one Steven von Haschenperg. 
rile garrison of Walmer consisted of 
a captain, lieutenant, two porters, ten 
gunners and four soldiers. 

Less than a century later we read 
of Walmer castle as much decayed and 
threatened by the .sea at high tlde.s; 
ini reover. rain drives Into the rooms 
and powder houses, the gate Is decayed 
with loose .stones hanging over,” and 
so forth. It wa.s presumably patched 
11 ( 1 . During the Civil war the castles 
changed hands more than once. Wal¬ 
mer was liesieged tiy Parliament troops 
Ir. 1648, and held out for u month be¬ 
fore surrendering. It was "much ! 
sriolled witli the grnnades,” hut the j 
repairs were only estimated to cost | 
f.'hkl. The castles continued to be of I 
military fniiiortnnce tliroiigliout the : 
seventeenth century. i 

Additions by Lord Wardens. | 
The first lord wardeu to make Wal- ' 
mer castle Ills residence wa.s the duke I 
of Dorset, ai)pointe(I In 1708 and again ! 
in 1727. About 1730 he made various 
alterations and additJoiis to tlie old 
structure to provide tlie iu*ci*ssarv ac- 
comrnodatloii for a hou.sehold ; further 
consideralile additions were made by 
Mr. Pitt, the earl of Llver()(x)l, and 
Karl (irnnvllle. Afuirt from certain 
clmmhers belonging to the original 
niilitar.v work and .since merely ailapt- 
ed to the uses of domestic service, the 
oldest (larts of the existing mansion 
are tlie chambers built by tlie duke of 
Dorset. Buck’s view, dated 1735, 
shows the general aspect of this hulld- 
Ing. It Is niisi-d over the central mass 
of the castle and follows tlie outlines 
of It.s wall.s. There Is notliing remark¬ 
able about tlie nrehitecture or the dec¬ 
oration of the rooms. A small central 
hall, a long passage lending through It, 
witli others iiranching off ns con¬ 
venience dictated—these are the ele¬ 
ments of the plan. The [ilaln stone 
wall Is (ilerctxl by oblong sa?.. win¬ 
dows and the crest of the wall Is 
batlleniented. 

’1 he duke of IJorset's additions were 
mainly on the sea front, wliicli re¬ 
mains much ns tie left It. I believe 
the ilrawlng-room was hl.s—a pleasant, 
sunny charntx-r—but Lord Granville 
added to It. Mr. Pitt built the room.s 
over the southern ramimrt. I-'Innlly, 
in l.sa8, Lord Granville added n story 
containing tlilrteen rooms over the 
gate-house ba.stion. He also built the 
tower. Tlie stone employed came from 
tlie demolition of .Sundown castie. He 
added to the drawing-room, ns an al- I 
cove, the little room In whlcti It Is as¬ 
serted tlint Nc'Ison and Pitt used t4 
confer. 

There I.s nothing stately or impres¬ 
sive about ttie Msiieet of the Interior, 
hut the Irregularity of the plan adds to 
tile effect of domestic comfort and pri¬ 
vacy wliieh pervades the house. One 
can easily understand how successive 
families have become uftactied to it. 
Kxfeniully there are .several quite Im¬ 
pressive points of view, etilefly those 
whfeh eotimumd the massive and pns 
cipItoHS walls rising from the moat. 

One of the wails, pulled down on the 
occasion of Queen Victoria’s visit to 
make a new dining-room, was soon 
afterward rebuilt. Talleyrand when 
he visited Walmer Insisted on sleeiMng 
In Pitt’s room.
